The U.S.I.A. amendment was revised in this Agency to bring 
it into closer conformity with the provisions of Executive 

_ Order No, 11490, without change in its basic purpose or 
effect. The revised amendment was submitted for the consid- 
eration of the Department of State, the Department of Defense, 
the Central Intelligence Agency, and the United States 
Information Agency, and each of them has expressed concurrence. 


The enclosed draft Executive Order is identical with that 
approved by those Departments and Agencies.
